A new group interested in saving the 
George Home for future generations 
has surfaced. 
Jim 
Edwards 
of 
the 
Plano 
Preservation Assn. outlined a general 
program for the City Council Monday 
night as he asked for permission to 
use the old residence in an April 24 
tour of homes. 
The tour is being held to stimulate 
community interest in preserving the 
19th century home. The Collin County 
Board of Realtors and the Plano 
Heritage Society have tried and failed 
to generate sufficient financial sup­ 
port to move and restore the structure 
which is located on land destined to 
become a parking lot for city offices. 
The council will take bids on the 
removal of the building later this 
spring. Edwards indicated that PPA 
would have one and possibly two 
proposals at that time. 
He said the group will attempt to 
restore the house as a public facility. 
It may be more feasible, however, to 
renovate it as a private residence. 
Other objectives of the group are 
the preservation of possibly the oldest 
school building in Plano (now located 
on lith St.) and a general clean-up 
and renovation program, Edwards 
added. 
The council agreed to allow the 
group to use the George Home with 
proper provision for insurance and 
“hold harmless”. Mayor Norman 
Whitsiit also wished the organization 
success in saving the home. 
In other action council members 
agreed to call a public hearing for 
April ll to consider annexing a strip of 
land along Plano’s extraterritorial 
jurisdiction in the far western limits 
of the city. 
Currently, the council plans to 
annex a strip about 500 feet wide. This 
will prevent Dallas from annexing 
property claimed by Plano, if the 
Renner annexation is approved by 
Dallas voters Saturday. 
Preparation of a grant request for a 
community park in the FM 544-Coit 
Rd. area, authorization of the 
issuance of $6,425 million in general 
obligation bonds and authorization of 
the issuance of $3,265 million in 
revenue bonds were also approved. 
Other items gaining an okay were a 
temporary building permit for a

greenhouse on the northwest corner of 
FM 544 and Coit Rd., the March tax 
report, an ordinance regulating 
penalties and interest on delinquent 
taxes and the annexation and zoning 
of 21.414 acres in central Plano. 
The council also granted 87 acres of 
planned development housing with 
SF-3 houses (1400 square feet 
minimum) on SF-4 lots and 25 acres of 
light commercial for a 112 acre tract 
located between Alma Dr. and US 75 


about 2200 feet south of Spring Creek 
Pkwy. 
An amendment to the zoning or­ 
dinance was also approved. Day care 
centers and pre-schools will now be 
required to have one parking space 
per IO students in addition to one 
loading space per IO students.

Residents Ask Council 
For High-Water Help 


Worried about possible flood 
damage and loss of life, eight 
residents of the neighborhood most 
affected by this weekend’s high water 
conditions appeared to the City 
Council Monday night for help. 
The citizens who live near Pittman 
Creek in the Davis Elementary area 
told the council that they have wat­ 
ched the water creep ever nearer each 
year. Although only two persons 
present had actual flood damage, all 
expressed the fear that the water 
would enter their homes in the next 
heavy rain. 
Assistant City Manager Al Dougal 
tried to reassure the group that this 
was “no usual occurrence.” He 
estimated that the rain caused a 25 to 
50 year flood, noting that 7.15 inches of 
rain were recorded at the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant in a 24-hour period. 
“We know we have a problem,” he 
admitted. “We’re as concerned as 
they (the residents) are. We have no 
easy solution. There’s no storm sewer 
built that can contain White Rock 


Creek or Pittman Creek in full force.” 
The only area in Plano with 
problems of water overflowing into 
houses was the Pittman Creek area 
which is a good record, City Manager 
David Griffin pointed out. 
The problem is a double one, he 
said. Runoff is increasing with 
development and owners are en­ 
croaching on the channel area with 
landscaping and other improvements. 


Griffin said the channel in its natural 
state should be adequate to handle 
water at the indicated limits. 
The council agreed to ask the fire 
department and other government 
offices for a detailed report on any 
water-related calls received this 
weekend. Recommendations are also 
expected from the planning and 
engineering department on how to 
handle the problem.

Congressman Jim Collins 
stated that the 217-to-205 
defeat of the Common Situs 
picketing bill was a victory 
for Texas. 
“This bill would have 
legalized secondary boycotts 
against the construction 
industry," he said. "I regard 
the vote as a triumph for the 
American working man, 
union and non-union alike." 
H R. 4250 would have 
permitted a union to close 
down an entire construction 
project because of a dispute 
with one subcontractor, even 
if no other subcontractors 
were involved.

penters would be imposed on 
the bricklayers, the sheet- 
metal workers, the plum­ 
bers, the electricians, the 
crane operators and the 15 or 
more other trades employed 
on a building site by as many 
subcontractors," 
Collins 
said. "In effect, there would 
be compulsory unionization 
of 
the 
non-involved 
workers." 
Collins pointed out that the 
clear intent of the National 
Labor Relations Act was to 
protect all neutral parties, 
whether 
employers 
or 
employees, who are not 
primarily involved in a labor 
dispute. 
"Common situs picketing 
has been an issue for over a 
quarter of a century,” he 
stated, "and the prohibition 
against it has withstood the 
test of time." 
Congressman Collins also 
explained that the number of 
small independent firms 
engaged in construction is a 
large majority of the total, 
"about 80 percent in 1972,” 
he said. 
"T h e se 
independents 
would literally be driven out 
of business. 
Huge 
con­ 
struction firms would be the 
only ones able to withstand 
the 
constant 
threat 
of 
secondary boycotts," he 
reasoned. 
"Eleven percent of the 
GNP is produced by the 
construction 
industry," 
Collins continued. "It is the 
nation’s single largest in­ 
dustry. It is also one that has 
been hardest hit by the 
recent economic recession. 
"In 1976, unemployment in 


the construction industry 
exceeded 15.5 percent, as 
compared to a national 
unemployment rate of less 
than 7.5 percent," he pointed 
out. "Yet those managing to 
retain jobs enjoyed nearly 50 
percent higher wages than in 
other industries. 
"This 
has 
forced 
up 
building costs," 
he ex­ 
plained. "In the past two 
years costs have risen by 
more 
than 
22 
percent. 
Passage of the bill could 
have meant yet higher costs 
for homes, schools and 
hospitals,” 
Collins added. 
"Opinion Research Corp. 
found that 71 percent of 
union 
family 
members 
polled opposed common 
situs picketing, and a Roper 
poll found 73 percent of blue 
collar workers opposed, and 
64 percent of union mem­ 
bers." 
he 
noted. 
"Union 
leaders pushed the bill but 
the average 
worker was 
opposed to it." 
Collins 
added 
that 
the 
Roper poll also showed 73 
percent of Democrats, 84 
percent of Republicans, 79 
percent of Independents 80 
percent of conservatives, 76 
percent of liberals, and 78 
percent of moderates op­ 
posed to common situs 
picketing. 
Finally, Collins noted that

Iron candle wax 
out of knitted scarf

DEAR POLLY — A very dear friend crocheted a scarf 
for my TV and I had a candle sitting on it. While bur­ 
ning, the candle left a big blob of wax on the scarf so I 
am heart broken as I do not know how to get it off. Can 
someone please tell me how to remove this wax so I can 
put the scarf back where it belongs. — MRS. V P G. 
DEAR MRS. V.P.G. — The laboratory of a large soap 
company suggests the following. Remove any surface 
wax with a dull knife. Place your scarf between paper 
towels and press with a warm iron. Place scarf face 
down oo clean towels and sponge the back with a dry 
cleaning fluid. Let dry. Launder with detergent suds. If 
a stain remains, soak in water and a bleach that is safe 
for the fabric until stain disappears and then launder as 
usual. - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — When I get grass stains on jeans I put a bit 
of floor cleaner on them before washing. Wet jeans and then 
apply the cleaner, let stand for about one half hour and then 
wash the regular way This nearly always works. — SUSAN 
DEAR POLLY — I hope you have a solution for my 
problem. We were overseas for four years and during that 
time our freezer was stored. Apparently mothballs were put in 
the storage containers nearby as a protection for the furniture 
and rugs and this traveled to the freezer We washed it and 
aired it for several weeks before using it but everything <ull 
tastes of mothballs if left in the freezer for any length of time. 
I have tried soda, potato peels, lemon rind, etc. but to no avail. 
How can I get rid of that odor? — M B. 
DEAR M.B. — When the freezer is empty disconnect it and 
fill with crumpled up newspapers, close and leave for a couple 
of weeks. When paper is removed, repeat the process if odor 
remains. An open bowl or two of vanilla might also turn the 
trick. Readers, have any of you had the same experience? If 
so, do let us know what you did about it. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — Recently I have been in two stores that 
have each had a small box of toys for children to play with 
while their mothers shopped This was such a help to me that I 
would like to pass the idea on to store owners. Doubtless this is 
as great a help to salespeople as to mothers, as little hands 
that might otherwise be pulling over displays are occupied.

ORLANDO, Fla. (UPI) — 
Len Randle, having just 
punched Texas Rangers 
manager Frank Lucchesi 
into submission and broken 
Lucchesi’s cheekbone, sat 
quietly in front of his locker 
Monday and told teammate 
Bert Blyleven: 
‘‘Now, when I go to bed at 
night I won’t have any 
trouble sleeping.” 
Randle, a six-year veteran 
infielder, 
had 
said 
throughout 
the 
spring 
training he believed he had 
been mistreated. 
On 
Monday, 
he took 
violent measures to show his 
feelings. 
After two minutes of what 
appeared to be peaceful 
conversation 
between 
Randle and Luchessi before 
a TexasMinnesota exhibition 
game 
Monday, 
Randle 
lunged at the 50-year-old 
manager and knocked him to 
the ground with one punch. 
“ Lenny stepped back and 
hit Frank and hit him two or 
three times as he was going 
down and then hit him while 
he was on the ground,” said 
club 
spokesman 
Burt 
Hawkins. “ Frank said he 
didn’t remember a thing 
after he was hit the first 
time.” 
Randle’s version was: 
“ All I wanted to do was 
talk. But he said to me ‘what 
do you got to say, punk?’ I 
just ran out of cheek. I hate 
that this had to happen. But I 
guess 
he 
took 
my 
passiveness for granted. It 
was just impulsive. It was 
never in my mind.” 


Lucchesi spent Monday 
night in Orlando’s Mercy 
Hospital under sedation. At 
first doctors feared surgery 
would be required, but after 
x-rays were taken they in­ 
dicated an operation would 
probably not be needed. 
Randle was suspended 
after the incident. 


“ I would like to suspend 
him for a year,” said 
Rangers owner Brad Cor­ 
bett. “ I know of no way he 
could remain a Ranger.” 
“ I want to hear both sides 
but for now as far as I’m 
concerned he’s suspended," 
he said. “ I’m very upset with 
Danny 
(O’Brien, 
the 
Rangers general manager) 
and Eddie (Robinson, team 
vice president). I told them I 
wanted to get rid of Randle. I 
knew there was a boiling 
point. I think we made a 
terrible error.” 


“There was no call for 
anything like this to hap­ 
pen,” O’Brien said. “We 
think it is best, though, to 
wait until things have settled 
down before reaching a 
decision 
(on 
Randle’s 
future). 
Randle, 
reluctant 
to 
discuss the matter, said 
only: 
“ I was driven to no alter­ 
native. I’m just going to wait 
to see what happens.” 
The incident was brewing 
all spring and was touched 
off by Bump Wills, son of 
major league star Maury 
Wills, being labeled as the 
Rangers second baseman 
before camp opened. 


Randle 
felt 
slighted 
because he thought his 
position was taken away 
from him without a contest 
and last week he threatened 
leave camp. But Randle was 
talked into staying by three 
players. At the time Luc­ 
chesi said: 


‘It’s just too damn bad 
somebody stopped him from 
leaving. I’m tired of these 
punks saying play me or 
trade me. Anyone who 
makes $80,000 a year and 
gripes and moans all spring 
is not going to get a tear out 
of me.”
